MAYOR TELLS KIWANIANS 
OF WORK OF CITY COUNCIL 


General Revenue from Various Sources meets Current 
Expenditure of City. Debt was Reduced $112,000 
since 1921, and cost of Operation Reduced by 


$32,000 in same period. Work of Council Briefly 
Reviewed. Future Problems mentioned. 


Mayor Montgomery and the alder- 
men of the city were the guests of 
the Kiwanis Club on Tuesday even- 
ing, and his worship gave a very in- 
teresting summary of the work of 
the council during the past year, as 
well as outlining some of the under: 
takings which must be dealt with in 
the near future. 

This year’s council had not been 
niggardly, but had spent money where 
needed, but very judiciously, A motor 
truck had been purchased, and a see- 


ond team had been bought for city 
work. The advisability of protecting 
the citizens in the way of assessment, 
especially as it pertains to farm lands, 
had been taken up with the provin- 
cial government, so that now appeals 
against the assessment are heard by 
the utilities commission instead of 
a judge. The lease of the hospital 
building had been renewed, at $125.00 
a month, and if the present arrange- 
ment holds out, the building will be 
deeded to the city in twelve years, 
free of charge, Supt.

His Worship than referred to the 
finances of the city. The debt had 
been reduced from $510,000 in 1921 to 
$398,000 this year, or a reduction of 
$112,000. The refunding debt would 
be all paid in three years. <All deben- 
ture payments had been met, and in 
1930, every item of general debenture 
would be retired, He also gave tho 
dates and amounts of the debentures 
for sidewalls, electric Nght and water- 
works and sewers. The amount re- 
quired to finance the city had been 
reduced from $105,000 in 1922 to $93,- 
000 this year, a reduction of $82,000 
in the four years. The tax collec:

ARE WATERPROOFING 
ALBERTA CLAY ROADS 


Some interesting experiments are 
being conducted at the present time 
on a section of the St. Albert Trail 
with Wainwright crude ofl and bitu- 
men extracted from Alberta tar sands. 
A mile of road is being treated with 
these materials under the supervision 
of Professor K, A. Clark, of the Uni- 
versity of Alberta. 

This section of road has first been 
fully prepared as regards Earl 
and drainage. The bed fs then har- 
rowed with disc harrows and thor- 
oughly pulverized and the oil or bitu- 
men is then sprayed on with a ma- 
chine specially built for the purpose. 
Three coatings of oil or bitumen have 
been given to the sub-grade, the same. 
Penetrating to a distance of approxi- 
mately four inches. A final top! 
dressing of bitumen or crude oil is} 
then sprayed over the surface, being | 
covered with a dressing of cinders. 
The road as it appears today is of an | 
excellent appearance. It will be inter- | 
esting to note what effect the wet, 
weather will be on the same. | 

The method of laying the oil or 
bitumen is to lay it hot and dise it 
into the clay. Specimens of the road | 
material after treatment show that. 
the penetration of the oil or bitumen | 
into the clay while not complete, is 
a fair average.—Good Roads Maga- 
zine.

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FAR NORTH IN TOUCH 
WITH CIVILIZATION 


The Arctic circle is now in daily 
touch with civilization, though the 
formal opening to the public by tho 
department of the interior and the 
department of national defence, of 
the most northerly commercial radio 
station in Canada, This station is 
located at Aklavik, at the mouth of 
the Mackenzie River, and lies 1,300 
miles north of Edmonton and = 126 
miles beyond the Arctic circle. 

The new station, in conjunction 


; with others in the north, will supply | 


a communication service for the 
Northwest Arctic and the Mackenzie 
basin, and will undoubtedly, it fs 
stated, prove of great value to the 
many trading and transportation com- 
panies operating in that district. The 
country, it is pointed out, is very 
rich in furs, the yearly export running 
into many hundreds: of thousands of 
dollars. There are also evidences of 


lrich mineral deposits, but this re- 
; source has yet to be developed. The 


oil wells at Fort Norman, 300 miles 
south of Aklavik, are already being 
developed, it is officially stated, and 
fuel oil and gasoline can now be ob- 
tained locally practically within the 
Arctic circle. 

The opening of the Aklavik station 


-and the previous opening of the Fort 


Sinith station on September 5, marks 
the completion of the development 
work on the western portion of the 
project in which the Northwest Terri- 
tories branch is interested. It will be 
recalled that the equipment of the 
Aklavik station was lost when the 
Lady Kindersley, of the Hudson's 
Bay Company fleet, sank off Point 
Barrow in August, 1924. The com- 
pletion of the Northwest Territories 
radio system had, therefore, to be 
postponed for a year until new equip- 
ment and stores could be shipped in 
down the Mackenzie River this sum- 
mer,
